Writing on tins subject in the 
irish Times, the Garden Correspondent says 
Brussels Sprouts are often success ull) As 
on the open plot, whereas invariably 
coomed to failure’ in the enclosed arden, 
we although for the eariicst erop plants 
put were out a ba or six weeks ayo, 
given strong, sturdy plants, if set out 
now, they will yield excellent sprouts by 
mid-winter. They must have room, and 
three feet, at least, from plant, and 
possibly another foot. between the rows 
Is not too much.

POULTRY. CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY, 


THE TRE ATMENT OF MOULT. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
lrish Times, the Poultry Correspundent Says 
As moulting is a natural process, many think 
spec ial treatment Is not necessar w 
Farmers and others who give their fowls 
freedom seldom think about it at all. 
nor do the birds seem the worse while it 
lasts. No doubt, this is due to the 
natural conditions under which they live, 
which make them fit to through the 
extra strain without being affected. But 
we must admit that tha growing of new 
feathers entails a considerable drain on 
the vitality of the fowl; ‘and in these 
davs, when poultry are kept more or less 
under artificial conditions, a little .extra 
care js generally necessary to pull them 
through quickly and keep them fit for a 
fresh start in laying. | 
best plan is to reduce the feeding when 
the hens stop laving, but what they get 
should be nourishing. For some time 
thev will not eat much, so that it is well 
to give them what they like. If they 
are on free range they will require verv 
little food, byt they should not be 
allowed to get wet under heavy rain. 
When the new feathers commence to 
grow they should have plenty of good 
food, and a little boiled linseed ia their 
mash will help. If they are confined, 
plenty of green food should be supplied

ATTENDANCE OF FREE STATE

The Northern Ministry of Education, writ- 
ing to the Strabane and Castlederg Regional 
amucation Committee, at their meeting in 
Strabane yesterday, enclosed the inspector’s 
report on the border school of Clady, County 
Tyrone, in which he stated that pupils came 
to this school from the Free State.

BRITISH HELP FOR IRISH 
FARMING. 


VALUE OF APPLIED 
RESEARCH. 


E so often find ourselves obliged to 
W point out to the Irish farmer a host 
of dangerous extraneous influences 
which he cannot hope to control, and of which 
he yet must take account, that it is plea- 
sant to chronicle the operation of influences 
working for his benefit, though he himself 
may not either have set them going or even 
be fully aware of their advantages. - High 
amongst these forces working for his advance- 
ment we should place the Empire Marketing 
Board, though, as we shall see, its work is 
only in its early phases and its potential 
benefits to Ireland are as yet imperfectly ex- 
ploited. Its Report for the period May, 1929 
to 1930 has just been issued with commend- 
uble despatch. It is not only in the prompti- 
tude with which it reaches its public that 
this Report sets a headline for departmental 
bodies. -It is terse, direct, brief (having re 
gard to the diversified nature of its contents), 
simple (subject, of course, to the many- 
syllabled terminology in which scientific and 
economic research wrap up their proceedings 
and conclusions) and it is thoroughly prac- 
tical. Based on the idea that countries which 
form the British Commonwealth of Nations 
have certain common interests, the Report 
takes a certain amount of unity 6f aim for 
granted, and passes on to consider how useful 
work can best be effected. To see its utility 
in practice let us consider some of its bear- 
ings, direct and indirect, upon our own agricul- 
tural problems. 


Studies in Poultry and Stock Feeding 

The Report divides itself into a preface, 
three sections dealing respectively with re- 
search and development, economic investiga- 
tion and marketing enquiries, publicity, and, 
following these, three appendices. To all 
its main groupings the agricultural c:rcum- 
stances of Treland as a whole are relevant, 
and in many of its studies certain special 
requirements of the Irish Free State and of 
Northern Ireland are considered. On the 
second page attention is called to a signi- 
ficant fact: that our poultry export to Great 
*ritain last year constitutes a record figure 
us against any previous year since separate 
statistics for Saorstat Eireann began to he 
kept, being 127,000 cwt. as against 112,000 in 
1 Bearing in mind the value to Ireland 
8 a whole of this great branch of farming 
industry we are naturally glad te find that 
the Board assists research on poultry nutrt- 
tion problems at the Hillsborough Experi- 
mental Station in Co. Down, as well as in 
the Rowatt Institution, Aberdeen. 

Not, of course. that the exact: location of 
the experimert is of primary importance to 
this country se long as the. observed conadi- 
tions are virtually identical with ours.. Thus 
poultry keepers should also keep track of the 
studies in scientific feeding of poultry in 
Cambridge University, those in the produc- 
tion and marketing of table poultry in the 
National Institute of Poultry, Harper Adams 
Agricultural College, Newport (Sal.). and 
cven on those in Ontario Agricultural College 
upon quality in eggs and the effect of dietary 
factors on hatching capacity. There it has 
been found that two per cent. of cod liver 
ou added to proteins (especially milk and 
beef scrap or fish oil, but not fish oil alone) 
are necessary for housed hens having less then 
150 hours sunshine monthly. Expert pvro- 
blems of feeding are studied also in respect 
of live stock, and it should be interesting to 
poultry keepers in areas with a considerable 
rain fall (like Co. Mayo) to note that exper- 
ments in Scotland prove the need of calcium 
in the feed of stock in “ wet; temperate 
regions.” 

From these experiments supplementary 
mineral rations have been worked out for 
pig and cattle meals by the principal meal 
manufacturers of the United Kingdom. These 
studies in Argyllshire are completed by the 
Rowatt Institute at Leeds where wool fibres 
are investigated. Calcium is studied in an- 
other connection both in Hillsborough and 
Aberdeen, where it was found that it is the 
most deficient clement in ordinary rations, 
and that ‘‘ before the onset of laying it 1s 
stored up ” in the bodies of laying fowl. 


Irish Interests and the Marketing 
Board. 


Of immediate interest to sheep-breeders is 
the study of the wool of black faces with the 
object of showing whether ‘‘ the elimination 
of kemp from the fleece is possible without 
prejudicing the other qualities ' of the black- 
face as a wool-producer. More fundamental 
perhaps is the investigation of standardisa- 
tion of quality in wool undertaken in Leeds 
by the British Research Association for the 
Woollen and Worsted Industries, which As- 
sociation has seat one of its officers (Dr. J. 
Nichols) to tour the wool-producing countries 
ofthe Empire. As the Keport went to Press, 
Dr. Nichols was in Canada, and a promise is 
made that “if time permits, he will-visit the 
Irish Free State.” His study is concerned 
with problems vital to the industry (wool 
production and utilisation), and, as Saorstat 
Eireann is, very properly, represented on the 
Board by Mr. Dulanty, our Commissioner in 
London, we hope there will be no doubt 
about time permitting! 

We are not to be taken as doubting 
whether the Board will deal adequately with 
the claims and needs of the Irish Free State, 
Its policy \volves no favouritism as between

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TREATING CATTLE FOR 
| WARBLES. 


THE DERRIS ROOT SOLUTION 

OR the benefit of readers who have 
F asked for fuller information regarding 

the manner in which derris root solu- 
tion should be applied to cattle for the pur- 
pose of killing warbles we give the following 
extract froma leaflet issued by the Depart- 


ment: of Agriculture, University College of 
North Wales, Bangor :— 


Treatment. 

“The: warble fly can only be effectively 
attacked during the grub stage in the backs 
of cattle. Research workers in this country 
and in America have shown that the most 
satisfactory material for the treatment of 
warbles is Derris Powder—the ground up 
root of a tropical plant. This has been tried 
with success on a large scale in Worcester- 
shire. Derris is applied as a wash, which is 
prepared as follows :— 

Derris powder, lib.; soft soap, {lb.; water, 
1 gallon. 

“ Dissolve soft soap in one quart boiling 
water, slightly cool aiid pour on to the Derris 
powder in a small bucket. Stir thoroughly 
and add cold water to make up to one gallon 
of wash. lt is preferable to make each 
quantity as desired. First brush the warbled 
region with a stiff brush dipped in the wash 
to remove the crust or scab which often partly 
covers the hole in the skin. Then apply wash 
to the warbles with a soft cloth., Stir the 
wash _— periodically during application, 
Thoroughness in application js essential for 


” success. 


Number of Applications. 

“Four monthly applications from the 
middle of March until Sand are necessary to 
ensure that all the warbles are treated as thev 
appear. “All cattle on the farm should be 
treated at each application. , 

‘‘ Derris powder can be purchased at about 
3s. per Ib. lb. used as described is sufficient 
to dress at least 20-30 cattle, varying with 
the number of warbies present.. Thus the 
cost for all four applications is about a 
penny per head of catile. Derris root can be 
purchased from any reliable chemist.” _ 

Experiments in this connection are, it 1s 
understood, being carried out in the Irish 
Free State. but no reports as to its value can 
be expected until much later in the season.

one political unit and another. If it has 
chosen Northern Ireland as a field for study- 
ing poultry and butter marketing, and also 
flax fibre and for the training of Cypriots 
(i.e., young students from Cyprus) in the 
development of a potential flax industry, it 
has made University College, Dublin, one of 
its centres for the study of virus diseases of 
the potato, with a capital grant of £5,250. 
plus £1,100 a year for five years. We would 
ask whether Trinity College should not also 
interest itself in the Board’s schemes for 
egricultural research, if that might not seem 
an impertinence! In this country agriculture 
and education cannot permanently remain in 
watertight compartments, and University 
College is aware of the fact. Our interests in 
Saorstat Eireann are, then, directly recog- 
nised by the Board. Indirectly, its work 
must interest us. For instance, as one of the 
principal exporters of dairy produce, it is 
important to note the result of an investi- 
gation into the cause of “ fishiness’”’ in 
butter at the National Institute for Research 
in Dairying, Reading. 

We are informed in the Board’s usual man- 
ner, economical in the use of. words: “ The 
source of fishiness in butter has been traced.’’ 
It is on such work the Board’s grants are 
expended, It would be difficult to over- 
estimate their value. 


Irish Butter and the “ Dairy Produce 


Intelligence Committee, 

Space forbids even mention of much that is 
interesting, ahd, indeed, exceedingly - im- 
portant, in this report. The studies of the 
bacon pig in Scotland will interest both the 
areas comprising the two political units in 
Ireland, but especially Northern Treland, 
whose “ Ulster ’’ breed is under sentence of 
death (or is it transmigration’ into the 
‘‘ York White?’’), .The study of hay in 
Wales should interest all Ireland, and *‘ in- 
vestigations into the nutritive value of milk 
and enquiry into the utilisation of milk re- 
sidues ” interest everyone in these islands, 
either as consumer or producer, It would not 
be fair to suggest that. Northern Ireland has 
- Stolen a march” on-us in the rest of the 
island for ‘‘ investigations into the marketing 
of Northern Ireland agricultural produce,” 
for there is no reason why we should not 4 
profit from the results, and we are not 
jeaious, but merely emulows of our Northern 
fellow-countrymen, since agricultural Treland 
is obviously a single unit. Moreover, even if 
the bona fides of the Board were not already 
above suspicion, their interest in the Irish 
Free State is proved cenclusively by. their 
newspaper advertisements, posters (displayed 
on hoardings, in schools, in shops, in 
factories), and leaflets calling on British con. 
sumers to buy Trish Free State butter. 


Wanted, an Irish Representative. 
These*they have desigried,.isstied. and dis- 
tributed. If these do not effect their pur- 
pose, and we believe they are doing so, it 
will not be through any failure in the Board's 
attractive and. intelligent publicity. Yet 
there is one point at which we think this 
unportant product in the Trish Free State 
could be further helped. We observe that 
New Zealand and Australia are representel 
on the ‘Dairy Produce Intelligence Com. 
mittee.’’ Might not Ireland have “a seat” 
there? Since Northern Ireland is recognis xd 
specially in the study of butter’ marketing 
might not the Free State be represented as 
well as Australasia and the London Provision 
Exchange on this important Committee? 
Dairy produce is of greater concern in the 
twenty-six counties-—even relatively—than in 
the other six, and so no question of priority 
need arise. If our co-operative better in- 
dustry were represented, an additional link 
with Ireland as a whole could be forged. 
And this would not, we think, be in conflict 
with the Board’s general policy: The Horace 
Plunkett. Foundation, through its Secretary, 
Mr. Walter, is represented on the Agricul- 
tural Economics Committee. The Board is, 
of course, the repository of other interests 
besides agricultural co-operation. But . vir- 
tually all Free State dairying is now ‘co- 
operative, and national policy recognises this 
fact. In any case, we commend emphatically 
the valuable work the Board is. achieving to 
the attention of all patriotic Irishmen in both 
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RESEARCH IN 
VETERINARY SCIENCE. 


SOME PRACTICAL RESULTS. 


% is frequently contended that the extent 


of the research work on animal diseases 
carried out in the British Islands is al- 
together insufficient, considering the import- 
ance of our. live-stock industry, and the 
number of ills te which the animals of the 
farm are subject. There is truth in the con- 
tention, but, nevertheless, the summarised ac- 
count of the chief activities in this line 
(both at home and overseas) in the latest 
“ Agricultural Research’’ volume of the 
Royal. Agricultural Society of England shows 
that a good deal of investigation is in pro- 
gress by which stockowners should benefit 
increasingly. 
Rather more than half the veterinary 
science section of the book is concerned with 
tuberculosis and contagious abortion. 


Inoculation for Tuberculosis. 

A method of inocnlating calves (and also 
humans) against tuberculosis which promises 
wide possibilities is that which has become 
known as the ‘ B.C.G.’’ (Bacillus Calmette- 
Guerin). As yet, however, if is in its infancy. 
It originated in France through the re- 
searches of ‘two workers—Calmette and 


‘Guerin—who observed that calves which had 


recovered from a severe attack of tuber- 
culosis were “not susceptible to re-infection 
for a certain period—i.e., they had been 
naturally vaccinated. 

Calves should be moculated when not more 
than 15 days old, and the immunity con- 
ferred is considered to last for only a year, 
the originators of the method advising annual 
re-Vvaccination. 

The B.C.G, method is being extensively 
used in France. Good results with young 
cattle treated by the method have also been 
reported from Denmark and from Australia. 
But a severe trial of the system with a cattle 
herd at the Canadian’ Government Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, did not give such a 
Satisfactory result. Yet, in Rumania, where 
the vaccine was tried as a preventive measure 
against tuberculosis in children, its value 
has been incontrovertibly proved. 
In England the B.C.G. method 
is under investigation by the Animal Patho- 
logy Department of Cambridge University, to 
which the Empire Marketing Board last year 
made a grant of £3,000 for the purpose. — 


Contagious Abortion in Cattle. 


The progress of investigation on conta- 
gious abortion gives strong evidence that this 
disease in cattle is not without danger to 
the human species. At the same time, so far 
as the British Isles are concerned, there are 
no grounds for raising an 
against milk-drinking. 

Another aspect of the matter is reported 
from Denmark, where blood tests. made at 
the State Serum Institute, showed that in 
the case of a percentage of people judged to 
he suffering from typhoid or enteric fever 
the actua] cause of the trouble was infection 
with bacillus abortus, the germ of conta- 
gious abortion. 

The blood agglitenation test still remains 
the most reliable and generally employed 
means of diagnosing epizootic abortion, in 
spite of attempts by research workers to dis- 
cover some more easily applicable method. 


Johne’s Disease. 


Johne’s disease of cattle, which is a serious 
trouble, appears to be spreading, thouch its 
apparently greater frequency may be due to 
the fact that veterinary surgeons are more 
often consulted about it. A new dingnostic 
test has recently been developed on the same 
principle as the tuberculin test.. The material 
used (known as ‘‘ Johnin’’) is prepared from 
cultures of Johne’s disease bacilli, and it may 
be injected either intradermally (into the 
skin) or intravenously (into the blood 
system). 

Infected animals show a rise of tempera- 
ture after inoculation, and there is some- 
times also muscular trembling, with purging, 
and occasionally difficulty of breathing. 
When the first preparations of Johnin were 
used some years ago the results were unsatis- 
factory, because animals affected with tuber- 
culosis also reacted to the new agent. But 
as now prepared by an amended method 
Johnin has not this great disadvantage. 


Garget. 

Garget or mastitis in cows, formerly _ be- 
lieved to be the result simply of chill, is 
now known to be caused in the majerity of 
cases hy bacterial attack.. In varying forms 
of udder inflammation garget is very com- 
non, 

Wounds or abrasions about the teat, or the 
canal of the teat, are the means by which 
the bacteria, usually from the hands of the 
milker, reach the interior of the udder. Ab- 
normal warmth or sensitiveness of the organ, 
a decreased yield of milk, and sometimes al- 
terations in the consistency or colour of the 
milk are generally the earliest symptoms. 


Heavy Milkers Most Affected. 


In recent German investigations it was 
observed that it is especially heavy milkers 
which are most liable to be attacked. soon 
after calving, and when the cow is at the 
height of the lactation. Every circumstance 
that injures the udder favours infection. such 
as overfilling it with milk through defective 
milking and too long intervals between milk- 
ing, especialy in heavy-yielding cows; and 
injuries—particularly in the case of cows 
with large udders—through lying om brick or 
stone pavements, Other factors predisposing 
to the lrouble appear to he a too scanty use 
of litter, and a diet tending to cause loose- 
ness of the bowels. 

_ When suspicious symptoms are observed 
it is recommended that (1) samples of the 
milk should be submitted for bacterial ex- 
nmination.as.a means of diagnosis; (2) heavy 
vielding cows should he milked at least thrice 
daily to prevent undue distension of the 
ndder; (3) frequent “milking, with gentle 
massage of the udder,,forms the best. method 
of treatment, and (4) that the practice of 
milking from a diseased quarter on to the 
floor or bedding shoul! never be permitted.

DRY ROT IN EARLY 
POTATOES. 


HE number of . repozts of © ‘‘ missed” 
potaty sets, particularly in gardens in 
the vicinity of Dublin,: has been ab- 

nermally high this spring. In certain cases 
investigated by tiie Department. of Agricul- 
ture the cause of ‘the trouble was found to 
be dry rot. This disease freqnently appears 
when. sets, and particularly * cut ''. sets, are 
planted under adverse conditions, either of 
soil or weather. During the planting season 
this year climatic conditions were bad,. and 
in consequence growth was vary slow—condi- 
tions which were extermely favourable to the 
development of dry rot. which in many cases 
set in, and destroyed the tubers: before they 


were able to produce’ plants. The most satis- 


factory means of preventing this trouble is 
to sptout the seed, and plant only when the 
soil is in good condition. The planting of 
sprouted seed has this advantage, that, 
apart from. the avoiding of “ missed ”. sets, 
it, will result in a heavier crop, which will 


be ready for digging at least a secha Cu 
_ earlier than if unsprouted seed were plan |

N connection with the inquiry which is 
| being conducted by the Northern Ireland 
Ministry of Agriculture in regard to the 
financial position of farms in the six coun- 
ties, one of the striking’ féatures of accounts 
inspected has been the important place occu- 
pied by poultry and eggs. On twenty-three 
farms the total receipts during the year 
amounted to £16,258, of which £2,533 or 
15.6 per cent. was made up of receipts from 
youltry and eggs. Only three of the 2 
meon failed to show receipts from poultry, 
while in many cases~the revenue from this 
source constituted a material proportion of 
the toial receipts. 

The nigh proportion berne by neoeipts from 

capital 
invested is particularly important. On one 
of the farms from which accounts were re- 
ceived the valuation of the poultry on the 
farm amounted to £41, and receipts from 
eggs and poultry during, the year amounted 
to £198—nearly five times the value of the 
poultry stock. On the other hand, the valua- 
tion of the cattle on the farm amounted 
to £154, and total receipts from the sale 
of cattle and milk came to £207. 

Thus receipts from poultry’ and eggs were 
almost equal to those from cattle and milk. 
despite the fact that the valuation of the 
cattle stock was almost four times as great 
as the valuation of the poultry. steck. -Ac- 
count has also to be taken of capital in- 
vested in poultry houses and. byres, but 
here again it is highly probable that the cost 
Is lower with poultry than with cattle. 
Poultry offers a means of effecting a 
material increase in receipts with a rela- 
tively small outlay of capital. The ac- 
tual balance of profits after defraying ex- 
penses oí feeding, etc., must, of course, de. 
pend upon a variety of factors.

DOCTOR’S CLAIM FOR 
PENSION.

APPOINTMENT WHICH WAS 
DISCONTINUED. 

Judge Davitt presided at the sitting of the 
Civil Service Commission. which was held 
yesterday at 89 Merrion square. 

An application was heard from Dr. 
Cornelius Murphy (National Health Commis- 
sion), who stated th:.t he was discontinued 
from his office as higher executive officer in 
1922, and had not received any compensation 
or pension until 1920. He was now receiving 
& pension, but claimed compensation for the 
period 1922-28. He also claimed a higher 
pension than that which he is now receiving. 

Dr. Murphy stated that he appeared as an 
applicant before the Wylie Commission, but 
Judge Wylie, he submitted, had not gone into 
the case because his appointment had been 
discontinued by the Executive Council, and 
not for departmental reasons. Judge Wylie 
had stated that his Commission considered 
that they had not power to go into the case. 

Mr. Cummin, for Dr. Murphy, asked that 
the case be adjourned, stating that his 
solicitors had not been notified in time to 
enable them to go into the case. 

Judge Davitt, granting the application. 
said that the work of the Board was being 
delayed and its labours unduly prolonged 
because applicants and their solicitors were 
not prepared to go on with their cases. In 
cases of this kind, he added, applicants would 
have to wait until it was convenient for the 
Board to continue the hearings. 

The tribunal adjourned until Monday next.

Che Fleur-de-Lys. 


The Franks of old when proclaiming 
their Kings held them on an elevated 
shield, with a flowering iris in their hand, 
as a symbol of monarchy. At a later 
period Louis VII. of France chose the 
plant as his heraldic device on joining 
the Crusades, and it became known as the 
“ fleur de Louis,’’ a term which; in the 
course of time, became corrupted to 
** fleur-de-lys,’’ although the iris possesses 
no affinity to the lily. 

The northern point of the mariner’s 
compass is ornamented by the fleurede-lys, 
a gentle compliment paid to France by 
its inventor, Florio Gioia of Amalfi; and 
Lord Baden-Powell chose it for the badge 
of the Boy Scouts, because it pointed the 
way, and thereby symbolised the ideals of 
that excellent movement. 

Edward IIT. of England added the 
fleur-de-lys to the arms of England after 
his victories in France, and, although the 
English kings abandoned their claims to 
the throne of that country, the device 
remained on the British escutcheon until 
1801, when it was replaced by the sham- 
rock of Ireland,

Impressions of Belfast, 


One of my correspondents, who was on 
a visit to Belfast recently, has been 
recording a few chance impressions of 
that city. It was a delightful morning 
when he arrived, and the baskets of 
flowers along the pavement in Donegall 
place, in which the bright blue of the 
cornflower | mega struck a cheer- 
ful note. The traffic, although not quite 
so intense as in Dublin, seemed to be 
under effective control, and the ‘buses of 
the ubiquitous Mr. Catherwood were to 
be seen radiating in all directions. Violin 
players, mostly young girls, attracted 
small crowds round the numerous arcades 
and “‘entrys.’’ Here and there in the 
distance the sound of a drum could be 
heard: a reminder that the ‘‘ Twelfth’’ 
is approaching. The streets were thronged 
with women shoppers, whose dress and 
general appearance would do credit to 
any city in the world. The currency of 
Southern Ireland was accepted every- 
where, except on the trams, where some 
technical difficulty has been found in the 
weighing of Free State coppers, My 
correspondent has a final word of praise 
for Belfast restaurants; he found their 
cooking excellent and their knives. as 
sharp as razors, the latter discovery, 
indeed, being one against which the 
casual Dublin visitor would need to be 
on his guard. 


“Che Bottle.” 


Dickens has been accused of exaggerat- 
ing the conditions under which Oliver 
Twist lived when in the famous work- 
house; but the Foundling Hospital in 
James’s street, Dublin, during the 
eighteenth century was even more 
startling. The particular feature of this 
institution was “The Bottle.’’ The 
hospital nurse, when examined by a Par- 
liamentary sub-committee, deposed that a 
medjcine called ‘‘ the bottle ” was handed 
round at regular intervals. She did not 
know what was in it, but thought it was a 
‘* composing draught’’; for “ the children 
were easy for an hour or two after taking 
it.’ It certainly was a “ composing 
draught ”; for in the years 1791 to 1796 
over five thousand children were sent to 
the infirmary. One recovered. Fed on a 
diet of bread and water, with frequent 
doses of “ the bottle,” they were soon 
safely ‘‘ composed.”’ 


Red-haired ‘People. 


Red is a magic colour. Cain was repre- 
sented with red hair, and Judas Iscariot 
was always portrayed upon ancient tapes- 
tries and in old paintings with a red or 
yellowish-red beard and hair. The.anti- 
pathy to people with red hair originated, 
according to some antiquaries, with these 
traditions. A Cain-toloured beard is 
mentioned in '“ The Merry Wives of 
Windsor,” and there is a reference to 
Judas’s hair in “ As You Like It.” Other 
antiquaries, however, date the origin of 
the prejudice against red-haired persons 
from the conception of the evil deity, Sut 
or Tvphon, in Egyptian mythology. He 
was depicted as red or yellowish, “ sandy, 
because he was the representative of the 
desert, the cause of drought and thirst.’’ 


Hub Hubbub. 


Business people in Merrion ”sguare .nd 
the neighbourhood were disturbed a few 
mornings ago by a most unusual noise. It 
was a piercing scream, sounding at times 
like the super-charger on a racing motor 
car, and at others like the cry of an animal 
in extreme pain. This irritating noise con- 
tinued for some time, and a friend tells 
me that it carried from one side of the 
square to the other. The cause of all the 
trouble was an ungreased axle on a horse- 
drawn coal lorry that was proceeding 
leisurely to the suburbs. Every time the 
wheel revolved a piercing shriek issued 
from the hub and threatened to affect the 
nerves of the residents. The driver of the 
lorry, however, did not seem to be aware 
of the noise, and he sat on a sack of coal, 
smoking his pipe, as unconcernedly as 
though the peace of a woodland dell dwelt 
around him. 


“Train Up a Child.” 


I saw a very interesting incident on 
the Boyne Valley this week. A pair of 
swans wanted to get over a weir from the 
lower to the higher level. I wondered 
how they would manage, owing to the 
fact that they were accompanied by a 
cygnet about the size of an ordinary hen. 
First went the gander, slowly and 
laboriously feeling his way against the 
falling water, but in a slanting direction. 
He looked back encouragingly and then 
mother swan followed in like manner. 
Both parents waited, the mother keeping 
as close to the edge as she could. Twice 
the cygnet made the attempt, but the 
force of the water threw him back into 
the foaming pool. The mother made 
encouraging signs with her long neck, 
looking anxiously at her offspring, and 
then one final effort, and baby swan was

THE LOCAL CENTRE 
EXAMINATIONS.

The Governors’ report for the year 1929 
was considered at a meeting of the Royal 
Irish Academy of Music, held at 30 West- 
land row yesterday afternoon. Sir John 
Irwin, senior Governor, presided. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The report, which was read by the Secre- 
tary, Mr. Sealy Jeffares, stated that 579 
pupils attended the classes of the Academy 
during the year. While this showed a 
decrease in numbers, there had been no 
slackening of interest or enthusiasm on the 
part of the students. The singing and 
organ classes had increased their numbers, 
and there had been a very satisfactory ir- 
crease in. the number of _sight-singing 
students. The piano class had further re- 
duced in numbers, but had lost none of its 
vitality. Singing classes had been larger 
than. in 1928, and the pupils had attended 
regularly and worked with enthusiasm. The 
violin classes were very satisfactory, and 
the students showed a marked proficiency at 
the Academy examinations and extern com- 
petitions. Many of the students in the 
violoncello class had made excellent pro- 
gress, as had the students in the organ 
class. The usual excellent standard had 
been maintained in the harmony and counter- 
point class (junior grade), and special praise 
was due to those concetned for the quality 
of the work done in the harmony classes 
(first. and second grade). Definite progress 
had been reported in the rudimentary music 
classes and also in the combined sight- 
singing and theoretical class, which had 
more than doubled its numbers. 

All connected with the Academy, the 
report proceeded, were deeply grieved at 
the death of Commendatore Esposito, who 
had taught in the Academy for over forty- 
five years, and whose labours had contri- 
buted much to Trish musical culture. Sym- 
pathy was extended to the Right Hon. Lord 
Shandon on the death of Lady Shandon. 

The Governors have had an amending 
scheme sanctioned by the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests, which 
enables the Governors to grant diplomas 
carrying the title of ‘‘ Fellow ' and “ Licen- 
tiate.’’ This scheme is considered an impor- 
tant step, which cannot fail to raise the status 
of the Academy. 

The balance in 


favour of the Academy 
account at the beginning of the year 
amounted to £724 3s. 2d., the receipts 
amounted to £6,065 16s. 6d., the payments 
to £6,366 5s. 2d., leaving a balance of £423 
15s. 7d. in favour at the close of the year. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report, referred to the decrease in the number 
of students attending the Academy. This 
decrease, he said, had been confined to the 
piano class. It had been occasioned by the 
loss of the services of Commendatore Esposito, 
who had really been the founder of that de- 
partment. They found a very efficient man 
in Monsieur du Chastian to fill his place, but 
he did not find this country sufficiently attrac- 
tive, or else he considered he could make more 
money in other countries, and he resigned 
after three terms. They had also lost the 
services Of Miss Margaret O’Hea, who had 
been pianoforte professor, and had col- 
laborated with him. In appreciation of her 
services the Academy had allowed Miss 
O’Hea a superannuation allowance. 


LOCAL CENTRE EXAMINATIONS. 

Referring to the finances of the Academy, 
the Chairman said that Commendatore 
Esposito had been in receipt of a superannua- 
tion allowance of a year, and that had 
now lapsed. The Academy had received a 
Government grant of £300 under the British 
régime. The grant was miserably small, and 
they had hoped that their own Govern- 
ment would do something better. 
They realised, however, that the 
finances of a young Government were 
a very important matter, and they could not 
press them too far. 

Local centre examinations, the Chairman 
proceeded, had improved every year. In this 
connection the Governors felt it an extra 
burden that other institutions for other 
countries were holding examinations in this 
country, and taking money out of it. The 
Academy had professors equal to those in 
any country, and they did not pass pupils, 
and give them certificates just to please 
them. The result was that the Academy’s 
certificates were worth something to those 
who received them. 

In conclusion, the Chairman said that the 
Governors had named John fF. Larchet, 
L.R.I.A.M., ,Mus.D., LO; the _ first 
Fellow of the Royal Irish Academy of Music. 

Mr. Lupton, K.C., seconded the Chair- 
man’s. motion, and the report was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The Chairman said that the Academy nad 
never been run for profit, and had to rely on 
the Government and those interested in musi- 
cal matters for suppert

The mem- 
bers of the Association, according to the 
statement of claim, are now very scattered 
and had dwindled to a small number of 
annual members. The property of the Asso- 
ciation, which  ioisiáid entirely of personal 
estate, does not exceed £1,000. It was 
believed that there was only one life member 
of the Association still living, Mr. W. B. 
McCabe. Facilities did not exist in the Free 
State for the carrying on of the Association. 

One of the defendants, Mr. McCabe, ad- 
mitted that every member who ceased to pay 
his subscription ceased to be a member, and 
ssid that membership of the Association was 
now confined to himself and any other life 
member, to whom the property was held in 


trust. 
NORTHERN IRELAND CLAIM. 

The defendant, Mr. . 
whom fir Richard Barnett and Dr. 
Sellars were associated, stated that facilities 
existed in Northern Ireland for the oarrying 
on of an Association of such a kind as the 
Irish Rifle Association, and he submitted 
that, for the purpose of preserving the Asso- 
ciation, new trustees resident hí Northern 
Treland should be appointed by the Court; 
that the pronerty of the trust should be 
vested in such trustees, and that the head- 
quarters of the Association should be trans- 
ferred from Dublin to Belfast. In the alter- 
native, he submitted that the trust property 
should be handed over to the trustees of the 
Ulster Rifle Association, which carried on 
similar work to that which had formerly 
been carried on by the Irish Rifle Associa- 
tion. upon the trustees giving an 
undertaking to hold the said proverty for the 
benefit of the persons interested. 

Mr. Hewitt Poole (instructed by Messrs. 
White and White) appeared for the plaintiffs, 
the executors of the trustees. 

Mr. M. Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Batrington and Son) appeared for Mr. D. A. 
Sharman, Hon. Secretary of the Irish Rifle 
Association. 

Mr. Kingsmil] Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
Miley and Miley) appeared for Mr. W. B. 
McCabe. 


and Mr. F. 
Mr. B. MeGuekin (instructed by Mr. 
Corrigan) appeared for the Attorney-General. 
Mr. Poole, stating the case for the plaintiffs. 
said that it was now impossible to carry on 
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the Association on the original lines, and that 
the matter came before the Court for a de- 
cision as to what should be done with the 
trust property. 

Mr. Dickie submitted that this trust looked 
more like a charity than anything else. He 
suggested that the property of the Associa- 
tion should be handed over to new trustees 
in the North of Ireland, until such time as 
there was a proper Rifle Association to carry 
on the work in the Free State. Lord Bangor 
and the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava were 
willing to join as trustees, together with any 
other Rae vost 

Mr. Walker opposed the suggestion of Mr. 
Dickie. 

Mr. A. Blood, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Findlater and Co.) appeared on behalf of Mr. 
Maurice Blood, a stock-broker in London, who 
was formerly .a member of the Irish Rifle 
Association. Mr. Blood, he said, was the 
winner on four occasions of the Challenge Cup 
that was presented to the Irish Riflemen by 
American Riflemen, who visited Ireland in 
1875, and the question was raised by him as 
to who was entitled to this cup in the event 
of the distribution of the trophies that were 


put into competition by the Irish Rifle 


Association, of which he was a member since 
1906. Mr: Blood had been in the Eleho Eight 
who competed against; Scotland and England ; 
and since the conclusion of the War he had 
raised an Lrish Elcho Shield Eight each year. 
He grounded his claim to the cup on the fact 
that he was the winner of it in the last four 
years in which. it was competed for. 

Mr. Moore said that his client, Mr. McCabe, 
was the only surviving life member of the 


Association, and as such was entitled to all 
the trust property. 

The Judge said that all he could do at the 
moment, without expressing any view on the 
questions raised, was to direct an inquiry as 
to who were members of the Association in 
January, 1915, and in May, 1918; who were 
the existing life members; what rifle clubs 
were affiliated at these dates; and what the 
property of the Association consisted of; and 
into the funds generally.

may demand, for the “purpose of con- 
ference and discussion in regard both to 
the British Indian and the All-Indian 
problems. It will be their earnest hope 
that by this means it may subsequently 
prove possible on these grave issues to 
submit proposals to Parliament which 
may command a wide measure of general 
assent.’’ | 


“ A FREE CONFERENCE.” 

According to the authoritative explana- 
tion now available, the feature of the 
forthcoming round-table Conference Is 
that it will be a free conference, and as 
such will have the power not only to deal 
with the Indian Statutory Commission’s 
report and the Central Committee’s 
report, but to advance any other scheme 
it may think fit.

Once more Boris Ivanowsky, the gallant 
winner of bo:h races last year, will lead 
the Alfa Romeo team. Herr Caracciola, 
the young German who won the Ulster 
Tourist Trophy at Belfast last August, 
will drive a Mercédés-Benz, and Captain 
Malcolm Campbell and Earl Howe, two 
of Britain’s foremost drivers, also will 
drive this magnificent type of car. Last 
year’s race for the big cars in Dublin was 
notable for the fierce duel between 
M, Ivanowsky’s Alfa Romeo and 
Commander Glen Kidston’s Bentley; and 
motoring enthusiasts were looking forward 
to a renewal of their thrilling struggle 
this year. The Bentley Company, how- 
ever, has decided to take no further part 
in road racing, and the two six-litre 
models, which had been entered in the 
name of Captain Woolf Barnato, have 
been withdrawn from the Grand Prix. 
Since Lady Dorothy Paget has entered a 
trio of Bentleys under the leadership of 
that fine sportsman, Jur. H. R. S. Birkin, 
the withdrawal of the official team is not 
likely to affect the interest in'the racing. 
Virtually all the leading makes of motor 
car will be represented.in the Phenix 
Park. Last year’s event was such a 
success that the Irish Grand Prix has 
leaped into the first rank of motor races, 
and, with the progress of time, it probably 
will become one of the most important 
events of its ‘ind in the world. The 
Phenix Park provides an almost ideal 
course. It is not so long as the Ards 
circuit near Belfast; but it has compen- 
sating advantages, and, from the 
spectacular point of view, it is 
immeasurably superior to any other course 
in Europe.

BIG INCREASE IN SALE OF 
SAVINGS CERTIFICATES. 


The Free State Central Savings Committee 
announce that during the week ended 28th 
June, 1930, 35,524 savings certificates were 
sold, making a grand total sum to date of 
8,425,958 certificates. At the same time the 
amount remaining to the credit of investors 
was £5,161,184. 

The gross sales represent an investment of 
£2 3s. 11d., and the net sales £1 14s, 9d. per 
head of the population. 

The increasing popularity of savings certi- 
ficates will be seen in the following table of 
investments for the quarter ended 30th June 
in each year since the inauguration of the 
thrift movement. It will be noted that the 
quarter just ended constituted a ‘‘ record,” 
being £155,894 better than the previous

EMPIRE WIRELESS

COLONIES AND CABLE 
SERVICES. 


tepresentatives of the Colonies, at the 
sixth plenary session of the Colonial Office 
Conference in London, yesterday discussed 
the problems of Empire wireless and cable 
services. 

Sir Samuel Wilson, Permanent Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies, said that the 
Imperial and International Communtca- 
tions Compagy had submitted a coiupre- 
hensive scheme for the organisation of the 
cable service throughout the Colonial Em- 
pire. This scheme had not yet been con- 
sidered, and before any definite decision 
could be reached it would have to be re- 
ferred to the Colonial Governments. it 
was recommended that the scheme shouirl 
not be considered piecemeal, but as a 
whole. 


SHIPPING AND REVENUE. 

Sir Basil Blackett, Chairman of the 
Imperial and International Communica- 
tions Company, said that they had lost 
very heavily in revenue in the last six 
months. This wa snot unnatural, when 
it was borne in mind that telegraph re- 
ceipts were one of the surest indications of 
the state of trade as a whole. He believed 
that there were four million tons of 
shipping laid up at the present moment, 
and every British ship going into har- 
bour in any part of the world meant an 
average of three or four cables. It was 
estimated that when the company was in 
full working order they might look for a 
net revenue of £1,800,000. At the moment 
they were maintaining the communica- 
tions for the Empire at rates very much 
below those of 1913.

THE SMUGGLERS’ ART. 


“ Smuggling,” said this officer, ‘has 
hecome a fine art in this part of Ireland. 
It is practised by every class of resident 
across the Border, and, notwithstanding 
the heavy fines, coupled with leng periods 
of imprisonment that have been in- 
flicted on those caught making poteen, 
and bringing it across the frontier, there 
is still a great quantity of it coming in 
from the Donegal Hinterland.”’ 

Pointing to the Scalp Mountain in the 
distance, he said, ‘‘ There is a race of 
people over there who for generations 
have done nothing for themselves or for the 
eountry, except to manufacture potcen, 
which, bad as it. was in pre-border 
days, is absolute poison to-day. The Free 
State Civic Guards captured a great many 
of the plants that were in the mountains, 
and the result is that no grain is now 
ised in the manufacture of this stuff. It 
is being made mostly from treacle 
and chemicals, which are purchased in 
Derry. The smugglers have a regular 
market for poteen in Derry, and dis- 
pose of it readily to a certain type o 
publichouse. 


WOMEN’S CUNNING. 

“Women,” he said, “' are our cleverest 
snugglers. Recently. a Donegal woman 
om the Buncrana area was found with 
i quantity of stuff on the train coming 
into Derry. She was fined £190 and sent 
lo prison for six months. While serving 
sentence she gave birth to a child, 
and she was hardly a month released 
rom the prison hospital when she was 
vain caught, On this occasion she had 
zallon of poteen concealed on her per- 
». She had a specially made belt, not 
inlike an ammunition belt, which fitted 
und her body. Attached to this were 
number of flat bottles, each of which 
filled with poteen, and when the 
quantity was measured the bottles were 
ound to contain in all one gallon of 
While in Londonderry I talked with 
several of the traders there.

usual thing for women customers from 
across the Border,’’ he said, “ to come to 
my shop carrying several parcels, pur- 
chases they have made in the city. They 
ask me if they may use the store for a 
few moments, and when I give them per- 
mission they array themselves in their 
new garments. They soon return, and 
hand me several sheets of wrapping paper, 
saying: ‘ You may find some use for this.’ 
The result is that my yearly account for 
wrapping paper has been reduced by 
nearly half.’’ 


THE FARMER’S WIFE. 

From the Derry Frontier Station 1 
crossed the Border into Donegal, and there 
it was my good luck to be introduced to a 
typical Donegal farmer’s wife, who gave 
me a graphic account of what is happening 
every day on the border that runs round 
the city. When I had assured her by all 
the persuasive powers I could command 
that I was neither a Free State Customs 
oficer nor a detective, and that I had no 
connection with the Free State Govern- 
ment, this woman told me the story of 
how the establishment of the Border had 
affected her household, and the households 
of those situated along that particular 
part of the line. She paid no duty on 
any clothes, boots or silks that she pur- 
chased in Derry. “ Derry,” she said, 
‘is only a few miles way. It always has 
been our market town, and, if I were to 
buy my household goods in Free State 
territory, I should have to travel ten or 
twelve miles to buy boots, under- 
clothing, and silk stockings. That 
is bad enough; but I could not 
get anything of a selection. Buncrana is 
nineteen miles away, and Raphoe is even 
farther, and the selection of goods that I 
would find in either of these places would 
not please me. 

When I asked her how she avoided pay- 

ing duty on articles of wearing apparel, 
she replied: ‘‘ Very simply. It is hardly 
necessary to explain that we don’t bring 
everything we purchase, and which is 
hable to duty, back in our cars, as we have 
to pass an examination station, and cars 
are not allowed to leave Derry and enter 
the Free State by an unapproved road. We 
can, however, bring with us in the car 
most of the clothes we buy, as well as 
boots.” Pointing to a spacious travelling 
coat, she said: “‘ That is my smuggling 
coat. All the women entering Derry from 
this district go in as lean kine, and re- 
turn resembling fatted calves. We place 
the garments we purchase on our bodies, 
tighten ourselves up as much as possible, 
and generally escape the notice of the 
officer. When my boy wants a new suit, 
for instance, he goes to Derry, clad only 
in an overcoat and a pair of trousers. 
When the suit is purchased he slips the 
trousers over his old ones, puts on the 
coat and vest, and returns home with the 
suit, 
‘“ If we want to bring other goods which 
could not be brought through without 
attracting the notice of the Customs 
officers, a farmer on the Northern Ireland 
side of the border obliges us by keeping 
the goods until we send across the fields 
for them, and that generally is how we 
escape paying duty.’’ 


LIFFORD AND STRABANE. 


Continuing my journey, the next stop 
I made was at the Lifford-Strabane 
frontier, which is one of the main routes 
from Northern Ireland to Donegal. Lifford 
is in the Free State, and Strabane in 
Northern Ireland, and the two are divided 
by a bridge across the River Foyle, at 
either side of which the frontier posts are 
erected. Up to the establishment of the 
border, Lifford possessed no shops, and 
made its purchases in Strabane, and, 
though one or two branch shops have since 
been opened there by Strabane shop- 
keepers, most of the shopping is still done 
by the people of Lifford and the surround- 


shops in the Free State being ten or more 
miles away at Ballybofey, Raphoe or 
Donegal. The people of Lifford, therefore. 
are compelled to go across the border and 
make their purchases, on which they pay 
duty. The Customs officer at Lifford told 
me that duty was paid on all articles sub- 
| ject to the tax by the people from the Free 
| State side; but I heard from some of the 
| residents there that they paid only what 
they could not help. One of them put it 
to me in this way: “ We go to Strabane, 
make the keenest bargain we can, and try 
and get the cost reduced by the amount of 
tax we pay on it. Even if we have to pay 
the tax, however, the goods are cheaper 
in Strabane than in any Free State town 
near us.” 


“A FARCE.” 

“I have been five year on the 
Border,’’ said another frontier officer at 
a Free State station, “ and the only con- 
clusion I can form is that the whole 
thing is a farce. Very few, except those 
immediately concerned, have any idea 
how it is upsetting and injuring the trade 
of the country. Both Governments have 
now a pretty good experience of how the 
thing works from financial and other

TRAVELLERS’ ANNOYANCES. 

On the Border, somewhere between 
Newry and Beleek, a Northern Ireland 
Customs officer in charge of an important 
route over the Border opened his mind to 
me following one of those annoying 
delays in which I was involved. I hap- 


‘pened to be in Northern Ireland at the 


time and travelled along till I came to 
the frontier post, assuming, as I had met 
no other Customs station on the way, 
that my triptyque would be dealt with 
finally there. 

When I got to the frontier I was in- 
formed that it was necessary to have my 
pass dealt with by the Customs officer in 
the town of ‘‘ A,’’ which I had left four 
miles behind. I returned, and inquired 
for the Customs House, which I expected 
to find in the main street of the town. 
After some time, however, I found that 
it was quartered in a most inaccessible 
place. As I experienced some difficulty in 
getting my car as far as this point, I left 
it at the entrance to the enclosure, and 
went with my triptyque to the Customs 
House. After a few minutes’ delay, while 
the whereabouts of the officer was being 
discovered, I was informed by one of the 
staff that the officer would like to see my 
car. I brought it to the seat of Customs, 
and, having again had trouble with the 
steep slope on which I had to park it, I 
felt anything but in the best of humour. 
The officer then appeared, and, just as I 
was about to express my feelings rather 
vividly, he put his hand up and said: 
“There is no necessity, my dear fellow. 
Don’t waste energy. I know exactly what 
you are going to say. I have heard it 
dozens of times to-day, and yesterday, and 
the day before.’’ He disarmed me at once. 

THE NEED FOR TRUST. 

This incident was followed by a very 
interesting conversation on all the ills 
that the Border brings forth. ‘‘ Tell me,” 
I said, “ is there any way of simplifying 
this nuisance?’’ ‘‘Yes,’’ he said. ‘‘ If one 
Government would trust the other a little, 
this dislocation of trade and the injury 
that is being done to the tourist traffic 
might be avoided to a great extent. There 
are ways in which the regulations could be 
simplified that not only would save the 
country an enormous sum of money, and 
put an end to interference with trade, but 
would help to heal the differences between 
the North and South. I have served in 
many stations in Great Britain, and I am 
aware that many of the principal men in 
the Customs service are Irishmen. Many 
able men have transferred to the Free 
State service, and, from the experience I 
have had of the administration of the 
Border, I am perfectly certain that a few 
of these officers from each side could 
evolve an arrangement which would do 
away with the annoyances caused to the 
mirth public and the _ interference 


with trade that now exist. The Border is | 


injuring the tourist traffic much more 
than most people appreciate, and it is a 
pe pity, in view of the efforts that are 

ing made to make this country a 
tourist centre. Tourists come along this 
road at the rate of a couple of hundred 
cars a day in the season, and from nearly 
every one of them I hear the old, old 
story—‘ If I knew that there would be all 
this bother, I would have kept out of your 
country.’ ”’ ‘ 

THE COST OF CUSTOMS. 

“ That kind of thing must do Ireland a 
lot of harm. Have you any idea what this 
station cost? It is only one of seventeen 
that are in existence.’’ ‘‘ No,’’ I replied; 
and he continued: ‘‘ The cost of this 
station cannot be less than £7,000 a year 
—that is, for the staff on my side and the 
staff of the Free State.’’ 

“ You can take it from me,” he con- 
cluded, ‘‘ that at least one Government, 
if not both, are anxious to ease the situa- 
tion created by the Border.

SECTION FORTY-ONE 
AMENDED. 


From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MALTA. Wednesday. 
A Proclamation amending the Consti- 
tution under Letters Patent, passed under 
the Great Seal on June 27th, has been 
issued by the Governor, and takes effect 
from to-day. 
The amendments deal particularly with 
Section 41 of the Constitution, which 
refers chiefly to reserved matters. 
The Proclamation, after quoting Section 
41, as now amended, embodies His 
Majesty’s Order-in-Council, setting forth 
the provisions for the temporary Govern- 
ment of Malta “in the event of the 
existence, and during the continuance of 
such grave emergency’’ as that which 
necessitated the Order. It provides that 


authority to make laws for the peace, 
order and good Government of Malta by 
means of ordinances, provided he .does 
not infringe on “ reserved matters ” or 
amend the Constitution in its present 
form. 

The Executive Government is vested in 
His Majesty and administered by the 
Governor as his representative. 


THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL. 

The Order does not affect the existence 
of the Executive Council, as constituted 
at the date of dissolution, the members 
of which retain office during His Majesty's 
pleasure. But in the execution of the 
powers and authorities vested in him, the 
Governor may consult’ a nominated or 
Executive Council, or both. sitting as 
Privy Council, or a Joint Committee of 
the last-mentioned; or with any indivi- 
duals. members or not, of the various 
Councils. 

It is provided that the Governor may 
act, even without consultation, or in 
opposition to the opinions offered him. 

All provisions of the Letters Patent 
inconsistent with the carrying into effect 
of this Order may be deemed of no effect 
as long as the Order remains in force. 


QUESTION OF ELECTIONS. — 

It is provided that nothing contained 
in the Order shall prevent the Governor 
from taking steps for holding elections 
to the Senate and Legislative Assembly 
whilst the Order continues in operation. 

The Order makes valid all ordinances 

issued by the Governor since the dissolu- 
tion. 
The Order will remain in operation till 
it is declared to be at an end by a 
Proclamation, to be issued not later than 
one week after the complete results of the 
next elections have been ascertained and 
declared. Such Proclamation 
affect the validity of any ordinances 
issued by the Governor since the 
dissolution.

REMARKABLE LEAFLET. 


A leaflet bearing the imprint of the 
Curia’s organ was circulated broadcast 
over the island yesterday evening. It ex- 
plains the reasons that prompted the issue 
of the joint pastoral letter by the Arch- 
bishop of Malta and the Bishop of Gozo, 
which stated that electors giving a vote to 
the party which was harmful to religion 
would commit a mortal sin, and it goes 
on:. ‘‘ The. pastoral of the bishops can 
never be withdrawn, not even if. England 
takes away the Constitution; not even if 
England, from sea, air and the bastions 
upon which our fathers died, trains upon 
us the whole of her guns. 

‘‘Our forefathers remained Ohristians 
because they were never afraid of guns. 
The Maltese of to-day will remain 
Catholics. They do not fear that the 
Constitution is going to be taken away. 
Nobody is going to buy the Maltese with 
a Constitution—a scrap of paper—in order 
that they may become. Protestants.” 

The sanctions of the bishops’ pastoral 
are still being enforced by most of the 
priests.

COLLECTION OF STATISTICS 

The Statistics (Salmon, Sea Trout and 
Eels) Order, 1930, just published by the 
Free State 
Fisheries, provides that statistics shall be 
collected A the number, weight and value 
of salmon, sea trout and eels captured in 
the Irish Free State in the year 1931, 
together with particulars of the means of 
capture. For the purpose of the statistics 
returns are to be made or information 
given to the Department by all persons to 
whom licences are issued to capture 
salmon, and, if the Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries so desires, the owners, lessees, 
or occupiers of fisheries in which such fish 
are captured, provided that in the case of 
such owners, lessees or occupiers, the re- 
turns and information required shall be 
limited to such as is within their power 
to make and give. 

Attached to the Order is a form in which 
those affected are required to fill in stat- 
ing the period and place fished, the 
average market value of the fish during 
the part of the season in which they were 
caught, and the calculated cost, per pound 
se 3h of fish, of carriage to market. 
Holders of net licences should give: an 
accurate description of the net used, and 
state the number of men required to work 
it, and the cost price of the net and ropes ; 
while those holding licences for engines 
other than rods and nets should give a pre- 
cise description of the engine used. — 

The completed forms should be sent to 
the Departmen ment, in the case of-salmon and 
sea trout, immediately on the close of the 
open fishing season in 1931, and in thi 
case of eels on December 3l1st, 1931.

THE DEBATE IN THE 
LORDS.

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on the Naval Treaty, says:—From the 
British naval side very much the most 
impressive onslaught on the Treaty has 
been that made in the House of Lords on 
Tuesday by Lord Beatty and Lord Jellicoe. 
Representing opposing schools of naval 
thought, and neither disposed to be too 
deferential to the other’s views, these two 
great seamen joined forces in an attack 
upon the Treaty, and, indeed, upon the 
whole naval programme of the Govern- 
ment. Their services during the war, and 
the respect and confidence with which they 
are held in the country, make it certain 
that their condemnation will find a wide 
echo; and will greatly increase the un- 
easiness already felt with regard to our 
naval strength, and especially with regard 
to our strength in cruisers. Not that any 
of the facts they eited or the arguments 
they used were new. That was not to be 
expected on a subject which has been so 
much discussed in both Houses of Parlia- 
ment as well as outside. It is the fact of 
their agreement in condemnation that the 
public will find yaar 4 

Both pressed again on the Gévernment 
the question, to which no fully reassuring 
reply has been made, what were the con- 
siderations which induced the Board 2f 
Admiralty to be satisfied with fifty 
after insisting on seventy at 
Geneva ; and both were emphatic that this 
lower number was all too small to safe- 
guard our food supplies and our lines of 
communication, should we become engaged 
in a setious naval war. The official 
answer is that no such war is in human 
foresight at all likely during the period 
covered. by the Treaty, which will be open 
to revision in 1935 in the light of the 
international situation as it then presents 
itself. 

THE ALLOWANCE IN CRUISERS. 

We are not now in a position in any 
way comparable to that before 1914. If 
we were, we should need, as Lord Jellicoe 
himself has repeatedly shown, not seventy 
cruisers, but several hundreds, to be at 
all comfortably safe. But the only fleet 
which could be regarded as threatening 
our security is now at the bottom of the 
sea, and there is no naval Power with 
which we are not on friendly terms. It 
is argued, and there is force in the argu- 
ment, that the premium we pay for 
security may well be reduced in considera- 
tion of the diminished risk. 

The speeches of the two Admirals, it 
admitted, will increase the 
anxiety felt about our meagre allowance 
in cruisers. They will not persuade the 
great bulk of responsible opinion that the 
elimination of competitive building be- 
tween ourselves, the United States and 
Japan is not a benefif so great as to 
justify the Government, fortified by the 
advice of their official Naval advisers, in 
accepting the Treaty. But the debate 
will have had one excellent effect if it 
impresses upon the nation the need of 
vigilance to ensure tha’, at all events, 
our construction does not lag behind the 
standard set in the Treaty. Mr. Alex- 
ander’s programme for 1930 can hardly 
be regarded as satisfactory, especially 
since it will not be seriously begun until 


1931.

The admission fee will allow a person to 
go anywhere outside the enclosures, of 
which there will be three, and for admis- 
sion to which an additional charge will be 


made. 
AT THE CORNERS. 

During the race the best positions will 
be at the. two corners, where the most 
thrilling incidents and daring driving will 
be witnessed. At both the Mountjoy 
corner and the Gough corner there Were 
plenty of exciting incidents during last 
year’s race. It was at the Gough corner 
that Ramponi crashed while trying to beat 
his rival, Ivanovsky, while skids, col- 
lisions, cars on fire and brilliant cornering 
made the Mountjoy corner perhaps the 
best viewpoint on the course. 

There will be no seating accommodation 
on either of the corner stands, only stand- 
ing room. The stand slopes down to 
within a couple of feet of the ground, how~ 
ever, so that everyone on it will be able to 
get a perfect view. The stand at the 
Mountjoy corner gives a fine view of the 
cars coming down the straight from the 
pits, cornering and then acceleratifg 
around the back stretch. Both stands can 
accommodate about 2,000 people each, 
while the grand stand seats another 2,000. 
Tickets for the grand stand and the other 
stands are selling rapidly. 


THE GRAND STAND. 


The grand stand is being constructed on 
altogether different plans to that of last 
year. It will be further back frog the 
course, will be deeper, and not so long. 
Its present position, however, will give a 
much better view both up and down the 
two-mile straight, and other arrangements 
are such that the trees will not obscure 
this view. 

At the moment workmen are engaged 
pumping out the subway, which has been 
closed in since last year, and in which 
was found seven feet of water. 

Another interesting fact is that, in addi- 
tion to the new type of scoring board 
opposite the grand stand, there will be two 
miniature scoring boards, eguipped with 
individual loud speakers. situated oppo- 
site each of the corner stands. The scor- 
ing board opposite the grand stand is a 
huge affair, towering more than a hun- 
dred feet above the pits. 

A reduction for the admission of motor 
cars has been announced. Motor cars mav 
be parked along the whole course, except 
at the back stretch, and may be used as 
miniature grand stands. 

Altogether it is estimated that 200,000 
people will be able to witness the race 
each day in comfort. Last year 62,000 
p@ple witnessed the races. 

Special precautions are being taken at 
the Mountjoy corner to prevent com- 
petitors making up time by dodging 
behind the trees. 


- A NON-SKID SURFACE. 

The surface of the course Is 
treated with a special preparation which 
will make it absolutely non-skid, whether 
in heat or rain. Some criticism has been 
made that the back stretch of the course 
is rather bumpy in places, but it is 
pointed out that the cars competing are 
entered for a road race, with ordinary 
road conditions, and not for a track race. 
| It is expected that this year’s races 
will be much faster than the previous 
ones. 

It is announced that Brian E. Lewis, H. 
S. Eaton and J. S. Hindmarsh have been 
nominated as the drivers for the Talbot 
cars. Both Lewis and Hindmarsh were 
here last year. Herr Fritsch, the Vice- 
President of the German Automobile 
Club, is coming over to Dublin specially 
to see the races. 

Up to the present Mr. Kaye Don has 
not been nominated to drive any car, but 
he has taken rooms at a Dublin hotel for 
the races, and it is practically certain that 
he will drive.

objectionable features. ey had got rid 
of the phrase “ private company,” and 40 
had prevented the confusion that might haye 
arisen owing to the various definitions in the 
Finance ll and in the Companies 
Acts. They had succeeded in pre- 
veriting double taxation, and had also 
deprived the revenue of the extraordinary 
option to take the higher value as the basis 
of taxation, either at the date of transfer or 
at the date of death. These were the most 
important amendments which had been 
carried, and he was glad to think that the 
general effect of them was to prevent hard- 
ship to innocent people. 

Mr. Atkinson contended that the clause, 
even in its amended form, was full of arti- 
ficialities, and that anyone who gave his mind 
to the task could drive a carriage and pair 
through any part of it. 

On a division the clause was added to the 
bili by 272 votes to 152. 

The House then turned to the consideration 
of Clause 20, which concerns the case of 
estate duty where a life interest is trans- 
ferred to a private company, Several hours 
were spent in discussion of amendments be- 
fore the clause was added to the bill. 

Clause 31, which provides for the recovery 
of estate duty, was added, and the debate 
was adjourned.

BLACKROCK COUNCIL'S 
EXPENDITURE. 


A SURCHARGE THAT WAS 
REMITTED. 


At the monthly meeting of the Blackrock 
Urban Council last night, Mr. C. McKernan, 
chairman, presiding, the report of Mr. Sean 
0 hEaluighthe, Auditor to the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, on his 
audit of the Council’s accounts, for the four 
years ended ólst March, 1950, was read. 

The report stated :—An objection was made 
at the opening of the audit to expenditure 
in respect of the making of a road and of 
the laying of sewers on the lands known as 
Frescati, which were owned by the Frescatt 
Public Utility Society. The expenditure 
amounted to £643 2s. 8d. Up to the amount 
of £500 this expenditure was authorised by 
a majority resolution of the Council, in the 
belief that they were acting within the terms 
of the Housing Acts. 1922 to 1925. The 
Council's proposal received the approval of 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 


Health. 
“WELL FOUNDED.” — 

On enquiring into the objection, the 
Auditor added, he found that 1t was well- 
founded, in so far as the terms of the 
Housing (Local Assistance) Order, 1925, had 
not been complied with, and that the expend!- 
ture to which objection was made was, there- 
fore, illegal. He gave effect to Section 12 of 
tho Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, by 
surcharging certain members of the Council, 
who had authorised payment, with amounts 
totalling £585 ós. od.
